To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyndeborough: 


You are notified to meet at the town hall in said Lynde- 
borough on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. ‘To choose a delegate to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, which is called to meet in Concord on June 5, 1918. 

3. To see if the town will vote to take from the road 
agent a section or sections of road to be maintained by pa- 
trolman and appropriate money for the same or act any- 
thing thereon. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the amount of. money necessary to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the law 
passed at the January session, 1905. 

5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges in 
addition to that required by law. 

6. To see if the town will vote to buy a two-horse road 
machine or act anything thereon. 

7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the J. A. Tarbell library in addition 
to that required by law. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of fifty dollars to Harvey Holt Post for Memorial 
Day. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
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raise and appropriate for the support of street lights at 
South Lyndeboro or act anything thereon. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same, _ 

11. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes.

REPORT OF SCHOOL: BOARD. 


To the Members of the School District of Lyndeborough: 


We submit the following report for the year ending 
February 15, 1918: 

At the annual meeting of the district L. Nute Woodward 
was elected moderator; Walter B. Stewart, clerk; Charles 
H. Tarbell, treasurer; John P. Proctor, member of school 
committee for three years; E. W. Dolliver, truant officer. 

The school board organized with S. Kate Swinington, 
chairman; John P. Proctor, sécretary; Lilla B. Fletcher in 
charge of supplies. 

Six schools have been in session during the year, and 
nine teachers have been employed. 

Last September schools opened with three normal and 
one certified teacher. Miss Murphy, a graduate of Lowell 
Normal, taught the South school. Miss Keeley, at Perham 
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Corner, and Miss Evans at Centre are both graduates of 
Plymouth Normal. Miss Curtis at Johnson Corner holds 
a state certificate. The No. 5 school was taught by Mrs. 
Anna Hilton, and Miss Florence Kidder was the teacher 
at North Lyndeborough. 

An up-to-date lighting system has been introduced at the 
Centre schoolhouse, and has given much satisfaction. Two 
sanitary closets have been built, the shed moved back, and 
the entry made larger; also a new blackboard was set up. 
At the South schoolhouse minor repairs were made in the 
shed. 

Most of the teachers are to be commended for excellent 
work. With a few exceptions the pupils are well up in 
their grades. The series of monthly tests showed great im- 
provement in spelling, writing, expression and ideas. 

Last June a graduation was held at the town hall. The 
class roll was Carl Wilder, Fred Tirrell, Chester Mason and 
Roy Brown. Each boy read a very commendable essay. 
Music and concert recitations by the schools was enjoyed. 
After the program Rev. Herbert Lathe presented the 
diplomas. All members of the graduating class are at- 
tending near-by high schools, and their work is a credit, 
both to themselves and to Lyndeborough schools. 

We thank all teachers who have given their best services 
to our schools, and all town people who have kindly helped 
us. Also we thank the children for their hearty codperation 
and desire to please us.
